not strong enough to handle a sack 
of furs as large as that stolen from 
the Bowles brothers. 
Little trouble was bad getting a 
jury to try Wilson and it is for the 
most part made up of farmers. 
The 
crowd today was even larger than

and great interest is be­ 
ing shown as to the outcome cf the 
two cases. 
Becraft took the witness stand late 
yesterday afternoon in his own de­ 
fense and his story of the robbery•*£* 
and the events on the evening of Dec. 
8, was s<j different from what his 
partner, Wilson, bad pictured, that it 
| took the court room crowd by sur­ 
prise. 
The stories of both men con­ 
flict and they'insisted on laying the 
blame on each other.

Becraft stated that on the night of. 
Dee. 8 Tie left Wilson at the corner of 
Second and Perkins street and 
die} 
not see him again until almost twelve 
o clock when Wilson awakened him. 
Becraft insisted that it was Wilson 
who dill the job. 
He said 
Wilson 
drove the rig up in front of the bar­ 
ber slo p and told him he had stolen 
the furs. 
Becraft claimed that he 
told Wilson some time before the rob­ 
bery about the Bowles boys having a 
nice lot of furs and that Wilson had 
talked t o him about stealing 
them. 
His story was just the opposite of 
Wilson’s and he 
positively 
denied 
committing the crime. 
Several character witnesses testi­ 
fied that Becraft had a good reputa­ 
tion for honesty. 
The final 
arguments took place 
this morning.

M. S p a rk s spoke for the defense and 
Wallace Morgan and John Joyce rep­ 
resented the State.

Is Eeing Brought to Bear Upon War­ 
ring Factions in China. 
Shanghai, Dec. 21.—The consuls Of 
the various powers visited Wit Ting 
Pang and Tang Shao Ti, respective 
leaders of the two factions now in con­ 
ference here, and pointed out to them 
the anxiety of their governments for 
the security of the interests of for* 
eignersv 
While the governments in­ 
tend to remain absolutely neutral, 
they urged that both of the representa­ 
tives do their best to bring about 
peace. 
The conference has received 
a telegram from Yuan Shih Kai an­ 
nouncing that he had ordered the im­ 
perialist commanders To declare a 
truce. 
The conference has reached a crit­ 
ical stage. Wa Ting Fang has declar­ 
ed that he will not consent to less than 
a republic, and Tang Shao YI has said 
that he cannot consent to such an 
agreement until he has heard from 
Pelting. 
Despite the week’s truce the 
prospect of peace is poor. 
Ti is widely believed that Yuan Shih 
Kai is wobbling. 
He is reluctant to 
abandon the monarchy, but Is becom­ 
ing increasingly impressed with the 
strength of the republican movement. 
It is thought that a strong and definite 
declaration by him will alone remove 
the uncertainty.

It is the general opinion 
that Richeson would have slashed him­ 
self in some other section of his anat 
omy had his purpose been to end bis 
life.

New Orleans, Dec. 21.—From badly 
demoralized wires all along the gulf 
coast east of here and from many 
points far inland reports filtering in tell 
of immense damage from a storm that 
swept that section. An enormous area 
suffered, including several towns of 
considerable size. Railroad, telephone 
and telegraph service through much 
of the far south still is demoralized. 
At Pensacola, Fla., three ships went 
ashore and a steamer rammed an­ 
other. 
Serious washouts and damage 
to minor shipping are reported from 
Gulfport, Mobile, 
Mississippi 
Sound 
points, and the west Florida coast re­ 
port* wrecking of small boats. 
High winds were experienced in 
New Orleans, and there was a torren­ 
tial rain, but other than minor damage 
to truck farms and orange groves 
south of here, no extensive damage is 
announced in this section. 


Vessels Torn From Moorings. 
Practically every town in middle 
and south Georgia as far as Atlanta, 
suffered. 
Birmingham and Montgom­ 
ery report demoralized car service due 
to blowing down of poles, and other 
Alabama towns sustained no inconsid­ 
erable losses. 
At Pensacola the wind 
was eighty-six miles. 
A number of 
ocean-going vessels were torn from 
their moorings and every small craft 
in the harbor was battered. 
At Gulf­ 
port, Miss., an extraordinarily high 
tide added to the damage. 
The gale 
here was from the southeast and some 
estimates put its velocity at upward of 
ninety miles an hour. Trolley service 
to Pass Christian was stopped by a 
series of washouts and will not be re­ 
sumed for days.

Every train into New Orleans brings 
added tales cf damage to isolated sec­ 
tions and reports of loss of life.

HOUSE AGGEPTED THE 


SENATE'S RESOLUTION 


Not a Dissenting Vote On the 


Russian Matter. 


— 
Washington, 
Dec. 
21.—When 
the 
senate resolution 
substituting much 
milder language for the Sulzer resolu­ 
tion that went through the house last 
week, was concurred in without a dis­ 
senting vote, the final step in the pro­ 
cedure to terminate the treaty of 1832 
with Russia wus taken by the house. 
It wras a foregone conclusion that the 
resolution would be adopted, but it 
w’as not anticipated that Mr. Sulzer 
and others who had approved of the 
original offensive resolution would be 
so thoroughly pac’fic in their com­ 
ments in the amended document. The 
feature of the proceedings w’as Mr. 
Sulzer’s intimation that President Taft 
had been unduly active in publicity 
work intended to create the impression 
that Russia objected seriously to the 
passage of the Sulzer resolution. 
“I want to say this,” said Mr. Sulzer, 
when making his motion that the 
house concur in the senate resolution, 
“that Russia made no protest directly 
or indirectly against the language of 
the resolution introduced by me that 
was unanimously reported from the 
committee on foreign affairs, of which 
I am chairman, and that passed the 
house by a vote of 300 to I. For Rus­ 
sia to make any such protest as has 
been stated would have been absolute­ 
ly contrary to diplomatic ethics and 
usage.” 
Representative Francis Burton Har­ 
rison of New York jumped to his feet. 
“I want to ask,” he said, “where the 
press of this country secured the re­ 
port, so universally published, that the 
adoption of the house resolution would 
be considered as an insult by the Rus­ 
sian government.” 
Mr. Sulzer paused a moment or two 
before replying. “I will say just this,” 
he replied to Mr. Harrison, “that the 
information on that point did not come 
from the state department.”

Indianapolis, Dec. 21.—A number of 
salerf*of foodstuffs particularly in de­ 
mand at Christmas time has been ar­ 
ranged by Mayor Shank and low prices 
will prevail. 
The mayor has placed 
hundreds of Christmas trees on sale 
at 23 cents apiece. 
The trees were 
brought to the city by Carey L. Smith, 
who has a farm in Scott county. Smith 
could have sold them to wholesalers 
or retail dealers had he cared to do so, 
but as soon as the trees reached the 
city he hunted up the mayor. 
The mayor today pi aced an even ton 
of English walnuts on sale in the city 
market at 15 cents a pound or two 
pounds for 25 cents. 
The nuts are of 
the 1911 crop and of fine quality. The 
retail price in the city is from 20 to 25 
cents a pound. 
On Saturday the mayor has arranged 
to place on sale in the city market 
hundreds of New York dressed turkeys 
at 20 cents a pound, wrhich is 3 cents 
a pound less 
than 
he charged at 
Thanksgiving. 
He will also have on
